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CURE FOR INFLUENZA. 


Physician Suggests a Sim ple Remedy 
For T h is Prevalent Disease. 
Tile treatment for which I rn urgent a 
fair trial and which I invariably adopt 
Is abundantly simple aud is as follows: 
Let Hie influenza patient take twelve 
drops of cinnamon oil, and repeat the 
dose in an hour. 
Two hours alter this 
second dose let the patient take ten 
drops of the oil, and then let him im on 
taking ten drops every two hours with 
out Intermission till the lemperatuie 
j falls to normal or possibly a little un­ 
der; let the patient take ten drops of 
the oil three times a day for a day or 
two. 
In every disease probably tin* sooner 
the patient is placed under treatment 
the better, and this Is pre-eminently 
tin* ease la Influenza. 
And if a patient 
suffering from this disease is systemut 
leady tr ca tis I with cinnamon oil in the 
manner above described within thie< 
or four hours from the onset of the dis 
vase I think it will probably be found 
that tile temperature will have return­ 
ed to normal within tw elve hours. 
Hut 
lf the patient is not put under treat­ 
ment for a couple of days it will prob­ 
ably be at least twenty four or thirty 
hours before the temperature becomes 
normal. 
After the temperature has fallen to 
normal the patient should remain in 
his 
room 
for 
at 
least 
twenty-four 
hours and if possible should remain 
Indoors for a further period of two or 
three days, 
Hut many eases that had 
been submitted early to treatment 
oases of robust persons under forty 
years of ane and whose engagements 
‘were pressing I have permitted to re 
turn to their occupations after only 
twenty-four hours’ rest and so far w ith­ 
out any untoward result. 
Hut I alway- 
advise that patients should remain in 
doors for two or three days 
possibly can. 
Especially should they be 
so In those eases where tin 
been allowed to run ter a day or two 
K'fore tieing submitted to treatment. 
Each dose of cinnamon oil should be 
half a wineglass or a vvine-
